To  the  Baptist  Record: 

On  the  second  Sunday  in  September  our 
(draggling  little  Baptist  Church  in  this  hor- 
der  city  of  near  twenty  thousand  people, 
bcfjan  a meeting,  with  Evangelist  W.  A. 
•larrel,  D.D.,  doing  the  preaching.  A week 
later  it  merged  into  a union  meeting  be- 
tween Presbyterians.  Methodists  and  Bap 
tists  and  so  continued  until  the  second  Sun- 
day in  this  month.  Mithout  question  it  was 
a great  meeting,  the  influence  of  which  will 
operate  for  good  in  the  life  of  Laredo  until 
the  Lord  comes.  As  to  visible  results,  there 
were  twenty-three  who.  for  the  first  time 
confessed  Jesus  as  Saviour;  and  a number 
of  church  members  were  led  to  see  their 
need  of  a new  heart  and  found  it  through 
repentance  from  dead  works  and  faith  in 
the  Lord  Jesus.  Of  these  new  converts, 
fourteen  have  been  received  for  baptism  in- 
to the  Baptist  Church  and  others  are  study- 
ing  the  question  of  church  relationship. 
But  it  is  not  possible  to  tabulate  the  results 
of  such  preaching  as  Dr.  Jar#el’a  in  thia  city 
of  Romanism,  infidelity  and  wickedness. 
The  battering  ram  of  truth  in  the  hands  of 
this  mighty  man  haa  so  disturbed  Satan’s  de. 
lusions  here  that  he  will  be  less  able  to  hin- 
der  the  ingatherings  of  the  future. 

Some  Particulars. 

About  how  the  meeting  came  to  merge 
into  a union  meeting.  We  did  not  ie.*k  it. 
The  Presbyterian  pastor.  Rev.  G.  W.  Black 
took  the  initiative.  It  is  generally  known  I 
suppose,  that  I)r.  Jarrel  is  oppose!  to  union 
meetings  for  Baptists.  So  am  I.  having 
never  before  had  anything  to  do  with  one. 
(About  a year  ago  Brother  Black  made  a 
like  proposal,  and  I did  not  agree).  But 
if  there  is  a place  on  earth  that  would  jus- 
tify such  an  awkward  position  on  the  part 
of  Baptists  that  place  is  Laredo.  So.  in 
view  of  the  weakness  of  Protestantism  and 
the  strength  of  Romanism  here,  we  were 
prepared  to  listen  favorably  to  the  over- 
tures of  those  who  desired  to  make  it  a un- 
ion meeting.  (Even  Dr.  GambrelL  when 
here  last  December,  said  that,  owing  to  the 
strength  of  Romanism  in  Isiredo.  a union 
meeting  of  all  evangelicals  would  likely  help 
the  cause  of  truth) . The  matter  was‘tak,  » 
before  the  church,  and  Dr.  Jarrel  and  I 
were  authorized  to  make  it  a union  meeting, 
provided  we  could  agree  on  terms » that 
would  be  acceptable. 

• Basis  of  Agreement. 

As  a safeguard  against  any  misunder- 
standing Dr.  Jarrel  wrote  out  the  follow 
ing  articles  of  agreement : 

“ As  representatives  of  Protestant  Church- 
es  in  Laredo,  we.  their  pastors,  for  them, 
agreeing  in  Jesus  as  the  only  Saviour;  Je- 
sna  who  suffered  the  penalty  of  the  divine 
law  as  the  sinner’s  substitute ; that  sinners 
are  saved  only  by  Jesus  as  our  substitute; 
♦hat  repentance  and  faith  in  Jeans  are  the 
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only  conditions  required  of  sinners  for  for- 
giveness— for  salvation;  that  works  of  the 
sinner  are  the  effect  of  fruits  of  salvation 
and  not  in  order  to  procure  his  salvation; 
that  the  sinner  must  be  bom  again  to  be 
saved;  that  Jcsiu  and  not  churches  saves, 
in  fellowship  thus  in  the  gospel  do  heartily, 
with  our  churches,  enter  into  a union  re- 
vival mootings,  to  load  the  lost  to  Jesus  and 
our  churches  to  a higher  Christian  life*  on 
the  following  conditions: 

1.  Evangelist  W.  A.  Jarrel  to  have  the 
direction  and  the  load  of  the  meeting,  do- 
ing the  preaching,  etc. 

-•  _ We  to  second  his  leadership,  holding 
up  his  hands  ani|  working  our  churches  in- 
to as  full  co-operation  as  possible. 

3.  That  we  discountenance  all  effort  to 
induce  any  one  during  the  meeting  to  join 
any  of  our  churches  as  a member — uul.-sn 
we  have  a separate  Sabbath  morning  ser- 
vice in  case  of  which  our  churches  are  free 
to  receive  members  as  usual. 

4.  That  the  meeting  be  regarded  not  the 
meeting  of  any  one  of  our  churches,  but 
equally  the  meeting  of  all  our  churches. 

5.  That  in  thus  uniting  we  do  not  ignore 
or  disparage  any  of  our  dnomiiistionsl  pe- 
culiarities or  claims;  that  this  does  not  mean 
that  “so  We  arc  saved  it  is  no  matter  what 
church  we  belong  to." 

t>.  That  this  meeting  in  uo  way  or  de- 
gree is  to  be  considered  a precedent  for 
holding  any  other  union  meciing  in  rhe 
future — that  being  left  i < > God's'  lending  as 
this  is. 

Braying  God's  blessing  on  this  union  ef- 
fort. in  solemn  gospel  covenant  and  fellow 
ship,  we  sign  our  selves. 

After  some  discussion,  the  above  was 
signed  by  the  pastors  of  the  three  church- 
es; the  Capmbcllitc  pastor  refusing  to  sign 
though  he  would  have  united  ( f)  without 
any  articles  of  agreement.  (Lookout  for 
“union”  that  cannot  be  defined). 

Some  Lesson*. 

In  the  face  of  the  fact  that  the  laird  gave 
us  a great  meeting,  and  notwithstanding 
the  extraordinary  conditions  hen-  with  re- 
spect to  the  strength  of  the  common  foe  of 
all  evangelicals,  we  are  not  yet  a convert 
to  union  meetings  It  is  ifti  awkward  situ- 
ation for  all  who  hold  New  Testament  views 
of  the  church  and  its  ordinances  and  feel 
under  obligation  to  teach  the  “all  things 
whatsoever  I have  commanded  you.’’  Anil 
our  good  brethren  « f other  faiths  just  can't  • 
help  but  seek  to  enlarge  on  such  an  ar- 
rangement to  make  it  mean  more  than  is 
pleasing  to  Baptists.  At  the  close  of  the 
meeting  there  occurred  a little  episode  that 
is  worth  relating.  We  distributed  cards  for 
the  converts  to  sign  indicating  their  pur- 
poses with  regard  to  ehurrh  relationship. 

A young  man  of  a Presbyterian  family 
wrote  “Baptist”  on  his  card.  Whereupon 
the  Presbyterian  pastor  asked  if,  under  1 
such  conditions.  I would  not  consent  for 
him  to  have  a talk  with  the  young  man.  I 
told  him  finally  that  he  mfght  do  so.  but 
that  in  the  face  of  the  thin!  article  of  our 
agreement  he  ought  not  to  try  to  put  his  ec-  1

That  was  Thursday  evening,  and  on  Fri- 
day and  Saturday  Winnie  visited  all  the 
families  of  Fontenoy  Logging  Camp,  and 
persuaded  the  parents  and  coaxed  the  chil- 
dren, and  on  Monday  morning  she  had  a 
considerable  bunch  gathered  at  a vacant 
shanty.  Very  few  had  books,  and  not  one 
in  ten  knew  one  letter  from  another.  She 
whittled  o$  small  sticks  five  or  six  inches 
long  and  gave  each  child  a stick  and  took 
them  into  the  yard  and  showed  them  A,  and 
made  one  on  the  ground,  and  then  told  each 
one  to  make  one  of  their  owu.  She  did  not 
try  to  keep  order,  but  encouraged  them  to 
talk  and-  laugh  and  get  as  much  fun  out  of 
the  business  as  they  could.  Little  Bob  Jones 
made  his  along  with  the  rest,  but  one  leg 
was  too  short.  Sam  Biddle  ftaid,  "Bob, 
your  compasses  ain't  no  count,  one  leg  is 
too  short.  It’ll  go  hoppin’  like  old  Black 
Jack.”  "No  it  won’t  nuther,  I can  make 
that  leg  longer.” 

They  all  laughed  and  made  as  much  fun 
of  one  another’s  A’s  as  they  could,  but  kept 
trying  to  make  better  ones  till  they  really 
‘did  pretty  well.  Then  Winnie  made  a B. 
and  showed  it  to  them.  They  all  tried  it. 
Jim  Sims  said  it  was  just  like  an  ox  yoke, 
but  Mart  Winters  said,  "It’s  a mighty  sor- 
ry yoke.  You  couldn’t  haul  anything  with 
it.”  "Why,  what  ails  it,”  replied  Jim. 
"It  ain’t  got  no  ring  and  staple  in  it.  It 
might  do  to  break  calves  with.”  "Well, 
I don’t  reckon  they  intended  to  haul  logs 
with  it.” 

Thus  they  went  on  laughing,  chaffing  and 
learning  till  dinner  and  all  enjoyed  it.  and 
wanted  to  get  back  from  dinner  quiekly. 
The  children  all  learned  fast  and  it  was  not 
long  till  they  could  read.  It  was  fun  to 
the  children  and  pleasure  to  Winnie  and 
the  ehildren  soon  loved  her,  and  would  try 
anything  she  told  them  to  do.  Then  she  be- 
gan • singing  for  th»m  the  songs  she  had 
learned  at  her  grandfather’s,  and  they  soon 
learned  to  sing  them  very  weu. 
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to  publish;  but  it  is  not  always  acceptable 
to  indicate  one's  age. 

We  had  no  graded  department  in  those 
days ; nor  separate  rooms  for  eiasses.  Class- 
es were  uained;  not  numbered;  visitation 
was  constant,  without  a Home  Department 
or  Cradle  roll.  Church  membership  was 
about  300,  accessions  from  the  Sunday  School 
averaging,  say  16  a year.  There  came  a 
great  falling  away  in  1875;  growing  out  of 
troubles  in  the  community,  and  removals. 
A few  years  later  Calvary  Church  was  or- 
ganized— not  as  a branch.  Now  there  are 
seven  white  churches,  with  schools. 

The  First  Church  Sunday  School  has 
made  remarkable  progress  during  the  past 
yqar:  becoming  necessary  to  enlarge  its 
quarters.  A large  addition  has  been  made 
to  the  church  building,  with  up  to-date  im- 
provements, including  special  rooms  for 
eaeh  class.  Its  present  enrollment  is 
something  over  500,  with  A.  S.  Bozeman, 
Superintendent,  and  R.  E.  Wilkinson.  Sec- 
retary; besides  a noble  band  of  helpers. 

Pastor  Shipman  is  doing  a good  work; 
rapidly  pushing  the  church  to  the  front  in 
all  its  departments.  Present  membership 
over  700.

Of  the 
28  teachers  attending  12  are  known  to  have 
passed  away;  10  arc  living,  and  eight  left 
the  city,  whereabuts  unknown.  The  pupils 
of  that  date  are  long  since  *i'own  up  men 
and  women.

Willow  Grove.

He  called  it 
talking,  but  it  was  the  kind  u*  talking  that 
a great  many  would  call  GOOD,  SOUND 
preaching.  God  blessed  his  "talking.  ”

by  baptism  at  our  next  meeting,  also  four 
by  letter  since  the  meeting. 

Leaf  River.

I preached  in  he 
morning  and  Brother  C.  F.  Andrews  in  the 
afternoon.  Monday  morning  Brother  T.

“putting  nway”  was  done  through  an  in- 
strument of  writing.  It  seems  clear  from 
the  words  of  our  Lord  that  there  was  no  piv- 
vision  made  at  first  for  the  divo"  'ment  of 
husband  and  wife,  hut  our  Tc  does  it 
seems  now.  authorize  it.  with  th.  :ght  of 
marrying  again  only  for  me  or  cause 
given.  Now  in  order  to  express  mo  cleor- 
from  his  wife  not  for  the  spiritual  cans?. 

A man  obtains  in  the  civil  court,  a divorce 
from  his  wife,  not  for  the  scriptural  cons.v 
He  has  put  his  wife  away  and  has  not  put 
her  awav  for  the  scriptural  cause,  and  mar- 
ried again.  .

Tn  manv  places  the  burden  of  the  work  re«ts 
upon  the  preachers  and  the  few  conserved 
women.  The  indifference  on  the  part  of  a 
large  majority  of  the  men  to  ssv  nothin# 
of  the  manv  women,  whose  heart  are  set 
on  this  world.  Notwithstanding  the  great 
destitution,  and  th?  erv  for  mor#  wnrW*. 
there  are  preachers  in  different  localities 
who  have  turned  aside  from  their  high 
railing,  snd  are  grasping  the  wealth  of  the 
West.  Thev  not.  onlv  do  not  h?ln  th#  cause 
hut  in  manv  instances  are  a positive  hin- 
drance to  the  cause.  Rime  of  them  have 
been  the  means  of  disrupting  ehnrches. 

The  work  here  has  h?en  hlnsaod  of  th« 
Lord.  Looking  hack  over  the  past  vear.

The  death  of  some  and  the  removal  of 
other  members  from  the  eitv  has  so  weaken- 
ed the  congregation  of  the  Immanuel  Bap- 
tist oh”r?h.  loont-d  on  SUvonrti  street  he 
tween  Thirtv-ninth  and  Fortieth  avenues, 
that  it  has  been  decided  to  disband  and  dis- 
pose of  the  chnreh  nmnertv.  The  members 
say  that  it  is  impossible  for  them  to  carry 
on  the  work  under  present  conditions. 

Certificates  of  membership  will  h*  issued 
to  the  memhers  of  the  congregation  in  good 
standing  at  the  close  of  the  evening  service 
Sunday.  This  will  he  the  last  servic?  held 
in  the  chnreh  snd  will  Ke  *«• 

pastor  the  Rev.  Charles  O.  Elliott.  The 
morning  service  will  he  conducted  by  Rev. 
J.  A.  Hoekett. 

A set  of  resolutions  adopted  hv  the  con- 
gregation give  a detailed  story  of  the  dis- 
banding of  the  congregation,  as  follows: 

Story  of  Disbandment 

The  resolutions  adopted  by  the  congre- 
gation are  as  follows: 

Realizing  that  the  loss  to  our  membership, 
caused  by  removals  to  other  States,  and  by 
death,  leaves  ns  too  weak  to  carry  on  suc- 
cessfully the  work  of  the  church  as  outlined 
at  the  time  of  its  organization : and  believ- 
ing that  the  monev  inverted  in  the  proper- 
ty might  he  turned  into  channels  of  great- 
er immediate  usefulness  now  therefor?  he  it 

Resolved,  Bv  the  Immanuel  Baptist 
Chnreh  in  regular  monthly  conference  as- 
sembled October  5.  1908: 

1.  That  wc  take  steps  looking  to  the  dis- 
aolntion  of  the  church  by  issuing  to  everv 
member  a certificate  of  membership  at  this 
time  to  go  wherever  he  or  she  shall  choose. 

2.  That  a special  hoard  of  trustees  he 
appointed,  composed  of  B.  C.  Thames.  F . 

‘ B.  Gold.  O.  P.  Prf&l.  A 8.  Bozeman  and 
A.  D.  MoHav'en,  to  take  charge  of  the 
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church  property  and  dispose  of  same  as  shall 
be  hereinafter  spe-jified. 

3.  That  the  present  trustees  be  instruct- 
ed to  transfer  the  property  to  the  above 
mentioned  trustees.  an  that  they  shall  be 
able  to  carry  out  the  obligations  laid  upon 
them. 

4.  That  these  special  trustees  are  hereby 
instructed  to  dispose  of  the  property  on  the 
best  terms  possible  and  to  turn  over  th?  pro- 
ceeds to  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  to  constitute 
a building  fund  to  he  known  as  “The  Im- 
manuel Baptist  Church  Chspel  Fund.” 

5.  That  in  the  event  these  trustees  find 
it  impossible  to  make  an  advantage-ms  dis- 
position of  the  property  at  an  early  date, 
then  they  shall  make  nieh  disposition  of  it 
as  shall  seem  best  after  conferring  with  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board. 

6.  That  whatever  money  shall  be  obtain- 
ed from  the  property  shall  Be  used  by  the 
Foreign  Miasion  Board  solely  for  the  build- 
ing of  chapels  at  needy  poftit*;  provided, 
that  this  shall  not  he  construed  as  prohib- 
iting its  temporary  use  for  other  phas<  s of 
the  work;  and  provided,  further,  that  when 
so  used  it  *hsll  draw  the  same  rate  of  in- 
terest from  other  funds  as  is  paid  for  money 
borrowed  from  other  sources — the  interst 
to  he  added  to  the  fund. 

7.  That  when  a sclf-sustwining  ehurch 
shall  grow  out  of  one  of  these  chapels  then 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board  shall  return  to 
this  fund  either  from  the  church  or  from 
other  funds  (as  shall  seem  best)  the  amount 
of  money  nsed  in  the  building  of  the  chapel, 
snd  this  shall  he  used  to  build  another  chap- 
el where  most  needed. 

8 That  each  of  these  chapels,  wherever 
and  whenever  built,  shall  he  known  aa  the 
Immanuel  Baptist  Church  Chapel. 

9.  That  in  the  event  of  the  death  of  any 
one  of  these  trustees,  or  the  occurrence  of 
anything  that  shall  render  ij  imperative  or 
desirable  for  him  to  sever  his  connection 
with  them  then  the  remaining  trustees  shall 
have  full  power  to  act  as  if  there  were  no 
vacancy,  or  they  shall  fill  the  vacancy  thus 
made  hy  the  selection  of  some  other  local 
Baptist  as  they  may  think  heat. 

10.  That  aaid  trustee*  he  requested  to 
act  without  compensation,  so  thst  there 
shall  he  as  much  money  as  possible  available 
for  thia  work. 

11.  That  if  there  should  be  anything 
herein  thst  conflict*  with  the  charter  of  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board,  the  trustee*  shall 
have  the  power  to  adjust  it.  so  long  as  they 
do  not  violate  the  spirit  of  these  resolutions. 

12.  Thst  if  it  khould  he  fuund  impossible 
to  follow  the  instructions  above  given,  as 
refers  to  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  then 
the  said  trustees  shall  have  auvhority  to  ap- 
propriate the  proceeds  of  the  property,  for 
a chapel  building  fund  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Home  Mission  Board  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  provided  it  can  he  done 
as  is  herein  before  specified. 

13.  Thst  if  neither  of  these  courses  is 
open  to  them  the  aforesaid  truatees  ahall 
make  such  diapoaiti  in  of  the  said  property 
as  will  carry  out  the  spirit  of  these  reslti- 
tions.  preference  being  given  to  the  foreign 
mission  work. 

14.  That  a copy  of  these  reaolntiona  he 
furnished  the  local  papers  for  publication, 
another  sent  to  th?  Baptist  Record,  one  to 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board,  and  one  given 
to  the  tmstees  and  one  spread  upon  the 
minutes  of  the  church.

God.  as 
of  truth,  bears  to  the

in  the  natural  world, 
there  is  a God  and  that  we  are  created  in 
TIis  image  and  after  Ilis  likeness;  it  fol- 
lows. as  an  inevitable  conclusion,  that  He 
will  sometime  reveal  Himself  to  Ilis  chil- 
dren and  hold  converse  with  them.  But 
here  is  the  application  of  the  principle  re- 
ferred to:  The  man  who  would  hear  the 
wireless  message  of  God  must  himself  be  at- 
tuned. or  adjusted  to  the  nature  and  char- 
acter of  God. 

I.  Let  us  begin  with  nature,  for  this  is 
the  universal  medium  through  which  God 
communicates  with  the  children  of  men. 
Now  there  are  some  who  look  through  na- 
ture to  nature’s  God  and  hear  Him  speaking 
in  everything  about  them,,  as  it  is  written. 
“There  are  so  many  voices  and  none  of 
them  are  without  signification.”  Such  per- 
sons, though  they  dwell  in  the  desert  of 
Midian  find  “every  common  bush  afire  with 
God.”  At  night  the  heavens  declare  His 
glory  to  them  and  the  firmament  showeth 
Ilia  handiwork.  But  there  are  others  who 
hear  no  voices,  and  see  nothing  that  is  not 
visible  to  fleshy  eyes.  Whence  this  differ- 
onecT  It  arises  from  the  faet  that  some 
souls  are  sympathetic  with  God  and  others 
are  not. 

It  is  the  misfortune  of  all  misfortunes  to 
be  thus  bondslaves  to  five  senses;  to  see 
nothing  beyond  the  range  of  physical  vis- 
ion and  the  circumscription  of  the  finger 
tips.  This  is  to  be  agnostics,  indeed;  to 
have  no  clairvoyance  no  spiritual  appre- 
hension, no  second  sight,  no  fnith.  It  is  an 
eternal  md  immeasurable  calamity  to  stand 
in  the  midst  of  a universe  where  the  ether 
is  vibrant  with  messages  of  truth  and  be  so 
deeply  absorbed  in  our  little  plans  and  pur- 
suits and  “physical  sciences”  that  we  hear 
no  voice  of  God. 

II.  Let  us  turn  now  to  the  Scriptures 
which  claim  to  be  a divine  revelation.  There 
is  an  attempt  in  some  quarters  to  reduce 
them  to  the  level  of  other  literature,  and 
those  who  approach  them  in  this  attitude 
will  find  precisely  what  they  find  in  other 
books,  and  no  more.  Here,  as  elsewhere,  we 
find  what  we  are  looking  for.  The  mere 
student  of  literature  finds  in  the  Bible 
mvths  and  parables,  songs  and  chronicles 
of  surpassing  beauty,  but  there  are  others 
who  listen  as  at  divine  oracles  and  hear 
the  very  voice  of  God. 

How  are  we  to  aceount  for  this  difference 
of  estimate  as  to  the  spiritual  value  and  in- 
tegrity of  the  Scriptures?  It  is  dn  *.  as  be- 
fore to  a difference  of  relation  with  God. 
In  some  cases  men  hold  themselves  in  read- 
iness to  hear,  as  Samuel  did  in  the  early 
watch  of  the  morning,  when  in  answer  to 
the  heavenly  voice  he  said;  “Speak.  Lord, 
for  thv  servant  heareth.”  Tn  other  cases 
they  stand  in  a critical  or  skeptical  atti- 
tude. as  Theodore  Parker  did  when  he  re- 
marked: “I  am  not  willing  to  receive  this 
i statement  upon  th"  authority  of.  any  such 
> person  as  Ood. 99  Th^r?  is  *?othingr  in  in*

otherwise.  This  is  the  basic  fact  in  wireless 
telegraphy.  On  Cape  Coil  there  is  a trans- 
mitting station,  consisting  of  four  steel 
towers  with  a bunch  of  wires  suspended 
from  the  top  meeting  at  a common  point 
like  an  inverted  cone.  If  the  power  be  ap- 
plied to  the  apex  of  this  cone,  this  wire  be- 
gins to  tremble;  and  this  current,  oscillat- 
ing at  the  rnte  of  999.000  vibrations  per  sec- 
ond. creates  a series  of  vibrations  in  the 
surrounding  ether;  just  as  a stone  cast  into 
a pond  sends  out  concentric  circles  of  wa- 
ter. This  ether  wave  speeds  outward  with 
incalculable  rapidity  in  search  of  its  receiv- 
er at  Pol  Dhu  in  Cornwall,  and  the  wires 
at  Pol  Dhu  arc  precisely  attuned  to  the 
transmitter,  that  is.  adjusted  to  an  oscilla- 
lation  of  999  000  vibrations  per  second . so 
that  the  message  sent  from  the  station  nt 
Cape  Cod  meets  no  response  until  it  finds 
its  sympathetie  station  at  Pol  Dhu  and  this 
welcomes  it. 

The  system  of  wireless  telegraphy  which 
is  justly  accredited  to  Marconi  is  not  an  in- 
vention, but  a disroverv.  ne  has  simply 
lighted,  up  a process  which  has  been  going 
on  perjietually  in  space.  The  sun.  as  the 
great  source  and  center  of  energy  . in  out 
solar  universe,  is  constantly  sending  out 
messages  of  light.  It  is  a scientifically 
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world  that  can  so  destroy  the  receptivity  of 
the  soul  as  the  pride  of  worldly  wisdom. 
No  man  can  hear  a heavenly  message  who 
is  not  instantly  willing  to  admit  that  Ood  is 
wiser  than  he. 

III.  And  at  this  point  and  again,  wc 
discover  why  Christ  is  so  often  rejected  as 
the  incarnate  “Word.”  There  an*  multi- 
tudes who  regard  Him  as  chiefest  among 
ten  thousand  and  altogether  lovely,  hut 
there  arc  many  others  who  sec  in  Him 
nothing  but  “a  root  out  ot  dry  ground, 
who  hath  no  form  or  comeliness  that  they 
should  receive  Him.” 

Why  this  wide  difference  oi  view?  It  is 
due  to  the  same  difference  in  receptivity. 
There  are  some  who  profoundly  feel  the 
need  of  Christ ; they  welcome  the  message 
because  they  were  waiting  for  it.  Others, 
like  Nathanael,  cry.  “Can  any  good  thing 
come  out  of  Nazareth?”  And  prejudice 
must  be  overcome  before  they  can  receive 
Him.  Thus  it  has  come  to  pass  that  some 
who  have  been  distinguished  for  their  at- 
tainments in  certain  province*  of  knowlodg 
have  been  wholly  blind  on  th«*  Ood  ward 
aide.  One  cannot  forget  how  Charles  Dar- 
win. after  spending  his  life  m experiment- 
ing along  the  line  of  physical  science,  died 
lamentng  that  his  spiritual  nature  had 
been  starved. 

IV.  And  the  principle  referred  to  will 
account  also  for  the  fact  that  the  Holy 
Ghost  is  nothing  to  many  men.  And  then' 
is  more  skepticism  at  this  point.  1 believe, 
than  anywhere  else  in  these  days.  VV«‘ 
arc  living  under  the  dispensation  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  . Ha  is  now  the  executive  of  Go  l ? 
kingdom  on  earth;  and  those  who  arc  in 
the  kingdom  have  to  do  officially  with  H'm. 
Is  the  Holy  Spirit  the  personal  director  of 
our  life  anil  service,  or  is  lie  not  “He  at 
all  hut  merely  “it?”  If  He  sustains  the 
former  relation  to  us,  it  is  because  our  ao'ib 
are  in  harmony  with  Ilis  great  purpos-s 
concerning  ua  and  adjusted  in  receive  com- 
munications from  Him.  In  this  case,  we 
stand  as  Elijah  did  on  Horcb.  his  fae’* 
wrapped  in  his  mantle,  while  he  harkened  to 
the  “still  small  Voice.”  And  living  thus 
we  follow  His  guidance,  as  did  Abraham 
on  his  journey  from  ITr  of  the  ( haldce* 
along  the  windings  of  the  Great  River,  ever 
heeding  the  direction  of  the  Voice,  pitch- 
ing his  tent  or  moving  on  as  tti?  Spirit  hade 
him. 

In  view  of  such  considerations  is  it  not 
apparent  that  the  soul  is  blind  snd  deaf  to 
heavenly  vision®  and  revelation*,  union*.  ** 
is  attuned  to  them?  And  what  solemn  sig- 
nificanee  there  is  in  the  words  of  Jesus; 
“He  that  hath  ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear 
O.  for  the  hearing  ear  and  the  understand- 
ing  heart !— Rev.  David  James  Burrell.

The  mystery  has  never  hem  ex- 
plaplained.  how  that  vessel  ever  went  in  the 
direction  it  did  go  why  it  should  he  found 
nt  laat  upon  that  shore,  all  hands  washed  to 
death  in  that  sea.  and  why  tnose  sealed  or- 
der* given  to  the  commander  of  the  *hip 
when  he  departed!  from  I.ondon  were  not 
0|>ened.  for  the  seal  was  not  broken.  Th? 
nation’s  loss,  the  mourning  that  cannot  In' 
described,  came  because  the  sealed  orders 
had  never  been  opened. 

Friend*  you  and  I arc  on  the  »ea.  We 
have,  by  the  providence  of  Gul.  been  *ent 
to  a known  destination.  Blit  we  have  be  n 
given  sealed  order*,  and  we  are  to  open 
those  orders  when  we  reach  a certain 
point  in  lefe’*  history-  Many  of  u*  have 
passed  that  point  long  ago.  and  have  gone 
our  own  reckless  way,  thinking  that  we 
knew  better  than  the  sealed  order*  excuse 
or  error,  wc  have  opened  sealed  orders,  and 
we  are  saliing  at  random  on  the  sea.  What 
coast  we  shall  strike  we  know  not.  what 
the  wrecks  are  in  our  path  we  cannot  see. 
what  cyclone#  shall  wreck  us.  what  earth- 
quakes  break  ns  wc  do  not  know.  We  are 
sailing  along  now  without  orders,  and  the 
. scaled  order*  are  still  hidden  in  -mr  ch.-st* 
For  when  this  morning  I took  the  Greek 
Testament  and  read  this  verse,  “Thi-  hidden 
man  of  the  heart.”  I was  surprised  to  find 
that  the  apostle  was  intending  to  convey  to 
those  good  women  the  idea  thnt  in  every 
person ’*  life  there  are  these  scald  order*, 
these  hidden  directions,  which  each  person 
ha*  been  given  for  his  conscientious  guide.”

Nest  Building. 

It  is  a very  common  error  to 
believe  that  with  bortls  the  knowl- 
edge of  building  nests  is  innate. 
This  is  not  the  ease.  Birds  have 
to  be  taught  this  art  in  just  as 
systematic  a manner  as  men  are 
trained  to  be  builders. 

Birds  are  undoubtedly  born 
with  the  instinct  to  carry  little 
twigs  and  the  materials  of  which 
nests  are  made,  hut  unless  they 
are  instructed  in  the  art  of  build- 
ing they  will  drop  them  in  a pile 
and  never  attempt  to  weave, them 
into  neats. 

As  a rule,  it  is  Just  after  the 
young  birds  have  learned  to  fly 
that  the  older  ones  begin  to  teach 
them  the  process  of  interweaving 
and  lining  that  is  necessary  to 
construct  nests.  This  is  most  com- 
plicated. To  arrange  the  little 
twigs  so  that  th*^  will  be  sym- 
metrical abd  strong  enough  to 
hold  the  weight  of  the  mother  bird 
and  four  or  five  rtttle  ones  to  a 
branch  of  a tree  requires  good 
engineering  ability. 

The  lining  of  the  nest  is  usually 
of  a much  softer  material  than 
that  of  which  the  outside  is  made, 
and  to  place  this  neatly  is  also 
taught  by  the  older  birds.  Hum- 


ming birds  will  often  follow  cows 
for  days  to  pick  up  their  soft  hair 
with  which  to  line  their  nests, 
and  they  weave  it  as  compactly  as 
a piece  of  flannel. 

A curious  fact  might  be  men- 
tioned here — that  birds  which 
have  always  been  in  cages  can 
never  make  nests  and  are  pitiably 
clumsy  even  with  cotton,  wool 
and  material  that  has  been  given 
to  them. 

That  nest  building  is  taught  is 
also  true  of  squirrels  and  mice,  as 
well  as  bees,  wasps  and  ants.  The 
green  aiu  of  Australia,  for  in- 
stance. is  very  clever  in  the 
building  of  its  nest.  It  appear* 
to  consider  it  an  irksome  duty, 
however,  that  can  be  hired  out. 

A small  spider  is  also  trained  to 
this  work  and  acts  as  servant  in 
all  things.  The  green  ants  pay 
• the  spiders  for  their  labors  in  a 
coin  that  they  enjoy.  It  is  by  giv- 
ing them  to  eat  a portion  of  the 
innumerable  eggs  that  the  ants 
lay.  This  is  a most  agreeable 
arrangement  for  all.  man  includ- 
ed, as  otherwise  the  green  ants 
would  rival  the  rabbits  which  ov- 
errun Australia.
